When the airship disappeared in the 
fog it was estimated that the two en- 
gines, which were working perfectly, 
were pushing the airship through the 
air at the rate of 26 miles an hour. With 
Europe 3000 miles away, it is calculated 
that five days will be required to reach 
the other side of the Atlantic Ocean. 

After days of delay, which had 
aroused .doubt in the minds of all but 
the very strongest supporters .of Well- 
man and his crew that any real attempt 
would be made to start the flight for 
Europe, news was flashed to officials of 
the resort and backers of the Wellman 
enterprise at 4 o’clock this morning that 
a flight would be made. 

Melvin Vaniman, chief engineer, and 
F. Murray Simons, @ young and daring 
seeker after. aeronautic honors, had 
paced the big ballon shed throughout 
the entire night,. halting their work of 
examination of every part of the bal- 
loon only to peer outdoors at the weath- 
er. Shortly after midnight the wind 
dropped to a slow souffieast breeze, fol- 
lowed by a settling of one of the heavi- 
est fogs ever known on the coast. 

Partisans of Vaniman who had stood 
by him and declared their belief that 
he would fly either with or without his 
partner, Wellman, were overjoyed when 
Vaniman declared that the America 
would leave the ground within the next 
few hours. 

‘We will néver get anything lke a 
perfect weather condition. for flight 
again,’”’ said Vaninfan. 

Simons, who has been enthusiastic 
over the proposed trip, and who declared 
yesterday that he would demand flight 
or leave the expedition, awoke other 
members of the crew asleep in the big 
hangar.

in “Love’s Labor Lost,’’ the key tv 
which is said to be concealed in the 
famous long word, “‘Honorificabilitudi- 
nitatibus.’"” From that word there can 
be produced by a mystic method, the 
| Latin phrase: “Hi Ludi F. Baconis. 
Nati, Tuiti Orbi;’’ which, being trans- 
lated means: “‘These plays, F. Bacon's 
offspring, afe preserved for the world.” 

‘This argument is advanced by Sir Ei- 
win Durning-Lawrence, Bart., in a 
work ‘elaborately illustrated with fac 
simile pages from various early folios 
of the plays. The plates serve as ex- 
hibits of the various methods by which 
the secret of the authorship was con- 
cealed in the plays themselves. T» 
those who are not zealous ,Baconians 
most of these cryptic solutions will ap- 
pear ridiculous. Many of them, how- 
ever, are clever enough to interest all 
who concern themselves in literary 
§ Leteroeyage while some seem almost rea- 
sonable enough to be accepted as valid. 

The argument is that Queen Eliza- 
Seth was so enraged by the play cf 
Richard II, representing the dethrone- 
ment of an English sovereign, that Ba- 
con hastened to get someone to consen< 
to pass as the author of the whole 
series of plays he had put forth anony- 
mously. The author asks: ““Who would 
take the risk?’ He then answers tke 
question thus: 

“An actor was never hanged; he was 
often whipped; occasionally one lost his 
ears; but an actor of repute: would 
probably have refused even a large 
bribe. There was, however, a grasp- 
ing, money-lending man of little or no 
repute, that bore a name called “‘Shax-- 
pur,”’ which might be twisted into 
Bacon’s pen name, ‘“‘Shake-Speare;”’ and 
that man was secured, but as lone 
as he lived, he was continually asking 
for more and more money.”’ 

In contradiction to the generally ac- 
cepted story that the Shakspeare of 
Stratford was a man of considerabie 
repute in the theatrical world of his 
time. Sir Durning-Lawrence insists 
there never was a Shakspeare company 
of actors,. that the man of Stratfori 
never was the manager of a theater, 
that he could neither read nor write, 
and that the whole legend concerning 
him is a grotesque fable.
